EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 

The most unportimt 'intclligoneo bioiii^li' 
by tlio Activo last ovcning is the couliinii:.. 
march o( tbo cnltle diauaso in Hngland. Tlu' 
alarm ia all tbo pastoral and agricultural Uii-- 
triota bas assumed tbo most gigantio propot- 
tioDB. While the aj^ricuUiiral, iiiGciicnl, ai\<\ 
polilfoal mind of Englaiul ia oii^^ruBiod wiili 
acbeinos for arrcaling tlio spread of tbo opl- 
dcmic, llio Irisli l;uullotd3 iiro taking esseii- 
lially Irish menus for provonling the imporla 
atioa of the diseaKO into the Emerald islu. 
A deputation of Irish members called upon 
Sir Ocorgo (!rcy iind roqucslud him to i.--suu 
Urdors in (Jouiicil prohibiliiig tho cxportiitiuii 
of oallla from Kiigliuul nnd Scothtiul 
to Ireland, promising ut tho samo llini' 
ibcir iutlucQco in obtaining iiii Indemnity 
Bill. Sir Uoorge Urey would not, however 
ussamo the re»ponaibilly and tbe Irish mem- 
b(M'a went wruthfiilly uw^iy. A rtiBOlin^' ol 
iiiliuoiilial nu'u wiij liclil in Dublin on tli 
sulijoct, anil llio ini)3t violent luni^nagc a iip- 
penrs wa= used by llio spoakeis. '' .NK'inler> 
of Par'iamant," aaya iho Si^cUatur " al al 
Iciads joioed in the demand. L'ird Naas, ex- 
ofHcial and strong Tory, declared that tbe 
time bad arrtyed when ' Irisbmoa must oun 
sider whether tbe form of government we 
DO\i rest under is really tho best lor tho in 
toresta of Iho country ' — a sentence which in- 
dicates that a I'eur when oxoited ciin des- 
cend very nearly to the Fooiao level. Culouel 
French called on tbo 105 Irish members l(i 
'stand logolhor ' and coerce tho Cabinet 
inlo justice. Mr. Monsell, e.v-utlicial and 
Whig, wilh earnoat but oddlj-wdrdtd jiar- 
tioularity, aliirmed lUal all the Fenian pii!.- 
lications scattered broadcast through Irelaml 
could not do ' one hundred and sixtieth part ' 
of the misohiof Ihe refusal of prohibition 
would produoo. Mr. I'opc Ilonnessy believi il 
that the plague, if allowcil lo enter, wouM 
destroy not only Irish cattle, but tho Iri^l 
Govornnienl. .Mr. Cogan deelcrcd thai uon- 
complianeo would not only bo dotrimtnli 
to the intetesta of a large portion of tbe Km 
pire, but suicidal on tbe part of the Oovorii 
meat itfieir. It wa.s announced amid lend 
applause that tho Dnbliu Steam Packet 
Company had rofusod to carry cattle diUMis 
the plague, and resolved that tho whole boilj 
of Irish members should press upon the ('ah 
inet the necessity of obeyiet; the popular 
will. I( is beliovcd that a large majority ol 
them will, and indeed must, obey the popuU 
call, and that L)rd I^alinorslon, face lo la/- 
with a leaguo wliieh can rever.se hiij recenil; 
won majority will, when once awaro of iLi 
strength of public ojiinion, overrule bis col 
league, and authorise tbe police to prevent 
the landing of English cattle." It is said 
humorously that for the first time in I'le 
present oontnry tho Irish members of tlie 
House of Oommoo-i have boon united. 'I'l 
succcH.s which has attended t'lis poliiir.J 
combiaation stiowd how potent is a united 
IrisB element in tbe House, and bow well ad- 
Tooaled is the cause which bas numbers at 
ils back. So long as tbe agitation was ood' 
fined to a few of tbe altra members, the 
Government saw " insnperahlo dilTiculties 
in the way, but when tho excitement li.i.l 
spread over a dani;oroU3 majority, Lord 
I'alineriiton found it expedient to grant the 
Irish request, and Orders of Council were is- 
sued to prevent the removal of cattle from 
Qreat Britain to Ireland.
